His first metropolitan 
winner was at Flemington on 
Lancegay, and in being first 
past the post, he.. defeated 
mounts ridden by two of Aus- 
tralia’s top flight jockeys— 
the late Bobby Lewis and 
Scobie Breasley who is now 
a crack horseman in England.

The winners included 
Virtnul and Nictate, a horse 
who won a string of races 
in both country. and city 
events. It was Nictate who 
put -Moran’s- name back on 
the winning-jockey’s list after 


retiring from the -racing 
scene owing to increasing: 
weight. 


Being the ownd of Nictate, 
Moran made his comeback as 
a jockey on that horse which 
was successful in his first at- 
témpt, a win in a- maiden 
event at Kyneton. 

Nictate won 18 races and 
Moran was the-rider in 13 of 
them. Included in Nictate’s 
list of wins were nine last 
race welters at the Geelong 
track which would certainly 
constitiute a record of some 
kind. And talking of last race 
wins, Moran won his last race 
ride at the Bungaree course 
on Battery King. 

As a jockey Moran rode for 
leading trainers and owners, 
and included here was a win 
on Princess’Cynthia for the 
then Lord Mayor of Melbourne 
Sir H. Gengoult Smith. 

Moran tried his hand at 
riding over the obstacles, but 
only had the one ride and 
that was for the well-known 
Alec Fullarton, who passed 
away in Adelaide recently.

In other words sup- 
port was not guaranteed for 
the “actual borrowing of the 
money. ” 


Plans being considered by 
council have been for a build- 
ing estimated to cost in the 
vicinity of £24,000. 


On Friday night Cr. Earl 
said he had recently visited 
an Elderly Citizens Club at 
Numurkah and was agree- 
ably surprised, to learn the 
building had cost only £9000.

NEW ACCOUNTS SYSTEM OPERATING 
~ SATISFACTORILY 


The new procedure for handling private-street 
accounts in the Altona Shire has proved very satis- 
factory over the past three months. 

This is the first complete quarterly cycle in 
which the new system has operated. 

Of approximately 4700 as- The progress and results of 


sessments due to be paid 
only 180 are still outstanding 
—approx. 3.8 per cent. It 
is felt no matter what system 
was being used there would 
always be this small percen, 
tage of accounts outstanding. 


With the start ofthe new 
quarter at the beginning of 
April over 2000 or approxi- 
mately 44 per cent, of the ac- 
counts were paid in the first 


six days the Civic Offices were !. 


open for collection ‘of ac- 
counts, Under the old system 
very few of these accounts 
would have been paid at this 
stage of the. quarter. 


Under the new system pri- 
vate street construction ac- 
counts have been converted 
to a fixed quarterly instal- 
ment covering pe and 
interest. 


, Owners have a fixed quar- 
terly amount to pay rather 
than a varying amount. 


Each owner has been issuéd 
with an instalment payment 
card showing the amount of 
the fixed payment which is 
due at the beginning of each 
quarter—January 1, April 1. 
July 1 and October 1. 


No further accounts are 
rendered .and the ’ responsi- 
bility for making the payment 
on the due date rests with 
the owner. 


Previously principal and in- 
terest for each-account had 
to be calculated and rendered 
to each owner quarterly. 

Therefore if the 4700 ac- 
counts now in operation were 
on the usual 10, year instal- 
ment terms this would in- 
volve the calculation of over 
188,000 accounts which would 
all have had to be posted to 
the owners. 

With the new method the 
fixed instalment is worked 
out the once and this then 
covers all payments over the 
ten year term. Thus instead 
of 188,000 assessments need- 
ing to be calculated.and then 
posted only 4700 calculatioris , 
are now made. 5 

It can be readily under-| 
stood how the savings to the 
Shire by the new system are 
very considerable—the sav- 
ings in staff time. postage. 
stationery (envelopes etc.) 
and printing (accounts).
